MERCHANTS’ TRADE GUILD ON 
CURRENCY EVILS 


VIOLENT FLUCTUATIONS .

Under the chairmanship of Mr. Ho 
Kwong, a meeting of the Co-operative 
Society of the Twenty-four Merchants’ 
Trade Guild, waa held last evening.

not be allowed to interfere with the 
necessity’ for permanently fixing the 
parity of silver as the currency of the 
Colony. i . 
' ~ ‘have been asked how, in’ my 
opinion, can the ‘currency evil bo.re- 
medied, but that, gentlemen, is a mat- 
ter for an unbiased currency expert 
in England, rather than for anyone 
here.

Temporary Ordinance 
In the meantime, to put the posi- 
tion right momentarily, I would re- 
commend that Government should pass 
a temporary ordinance 


bo for a specified minimum time, and 
for not less than six months, to per- 
mit of all banks obtaining supplies 
of silver dolifrs from the London 
Mint. In like manner banks and 


everyone else, would have to accept’ 


silver dollars, or cheques for the equi- 
valent of silver dollars, and this would 
bring us back to the silver dollars as

Shanghai Fail ‘To Recover The “Ashes” 
A MATCH TO BE REMEMBERED.

Hony Kong on Saturday won the Interport lawn bowls match 
against Shanghai, thereby wiping out the stain on our escutcheon 
by reason of our defeat here in 1927, equalling Shanghai’s record

. The finish of the game yesterday will long’ be talked of in inter- 
port circles by reason of the thrilling finigh. With three shots essen- 
tial to draw, Shanghai found the jack packed against them when 
Malcolm had to play the last wood. of the match.
